physical hardihood. 


German Lead Followed. 


"Many of the European nations fol 


lowed the lead of Germany some years 
ago nnd made some form of gymnas- 
tics a part of <tbe regular school pro- 
gram and a requirement of every pos 
Bible soldier. Some nations, like Eng- 
land, for luatnuce, have adhered more 
tenaciously to athletic sports and 
games and devoted too little attention 
to gymnastics 
Germany, France, It- 


aly, Sweden and other nations have de- 
voted much attention to formal gym- 
anstlcs and until recent years not 
enough time to athletic sports and 
games. 


"Both gymnasUca «ud athletics have 


their strong nnd weak points If relied 
upon exclusively as a preparation for 
war. 


•'Gymnastics afford the best way of 


exercising and developing large num- 
ber* of men together and instilling into 
them habits of obedience, discipline 
and self control, which ere the chief 
requisites of tl)o soldier

RAPE FOR SWINE. 


Furnish.* 
Abundant 
Protein Wh.n 


Corn I* Hogged Down. 


Rape seeded at the last cultivation 


of corn will furnish abundant nitrog- 
enous feed for hogs in normal sea- 
sons when corn is "hogged" down 
Some feed high in protein is essential 
to supplement corn for best results In 
pork production. 


By suspending on each side of the 


cultivator a tin can with a email hole 
in it rape seed may be distributed in 
the cornfield without extra labor in 
aeeding. From one to two pounds of 
seed to the acre is the usual rate. The 
Dwarf Essex variety is most common- 
ly grown. 


Some high protein feed mnst be fed 


with corn for most rapid gains in fat- 
tening- hogs, tests at the Ohio flgrl- 
cultural 
experiment 
station 
have 


shown. Tankage and skimmllk may 
bp fed when corn is bogged down. 
Rape or some other preen forapre crop, 
such as clover or alfalfa, will serve 
the same purpose and often is cheaper.

CRUSHING A LANGUAGE. 


Under the Russian Ernplr* No On* 


Dared to Speak Ukrainian. 


TJkranian differs from Great Ru»- 


Bian fully ns much aa Butch does from 
German. In fact, the highest learned 
body in the Kusslan empire, the Petro- 
grad Imperial academy, admitted a few 
years nso that the TJkranians possess- 
ed a distinct language and culture of 
their own. 
Tliat, however, was not 


the Russian government's view of the 
matter. 
. 


"There never has been, Is not and [ 


never will be a THcraniau language wr 
nationality," declared a Russian min- 
ister of state in 18S3. and this -was 
merely the formal expression of what 
generations of Russian bureaucrats 
bad already considered as axiomatic. 
All official business was carried on In 
Russian, a language almost Completely 
unintelligible to Ukrainians. All Ukrai- 
nian writings, save certain old books of 
devotion, were rigidly proscribed, and 
TJJcranian education wes so strictly pro- 
hibited that In many parts of the Rus- 
sian Ukraine even today there are few- 
er schools than there were two cen- 
turies ago. 


The only way for a talented Ukrai- 


nian to spring his ideas was In Russian, 
aud many of the greatest names In Rus- 
sian literature, such as Gogol, Kosto- 
tnaroff, etc., were really Ukrainians 
forced to employ this alien tongue. 
TVhat happened to those who dared 
clothe their thoughts in the native 
idiom may be judged by the terrible 
fate of the greatest of all Ukrainian 
poets, 7'aras Shevcheenko. 
For the 


'abominable crime" of having compos- 
ed some exquisite little verses celebrat- 
ing the natural beauties o£ his Ukrai- 
nian homeland this youthful genius was 
sentenced to fen years' penal servitude 
n Siberia and returned from his hell 
of suffering a broken, prematurely old 
man, only to die.—T. Lothrop btoddard 
in Century.

lu modern warfare, with high power, 


long range guns operated by indirect 
fire upon aa unseen objective, not «rcn 
the quality of powder, tbe explosive 
power of the projectile's charge or the 
accuracy of the cannon's rifling is of 
more importance than tbe absolute ac- 
curacy of war maps with which the ex- 
act positions of batteries, supply depots 
and troop concentration centers «r» lo- 


I cated. The redrawing and correction of 
errors In the existing maps of France 
and Belgium are among the moat vital 
labors upon which the engineers of the 
American army are now engaged. 


For the expedition of this work the 


war department has accepted a unique 
invention known as tbe Bumstead map 
projector, designed and perfected by A. 
H. Bumstead, chief cartographer of the 
National Geographic society. Three of 
the Bumstead projectors, which the In- 
ventor has declined to patent, the Idea 
being donated to government use, have 
l>e<-n delivered to the war department, 
where they have been fully tested and 
found to be absolutely accurate. 


Quick Mechanical Proceig. 


These three projectors, made of nick- 


eled brass, will meet all the present 
needs of the army topographical staff. 
By means of tlipse; parallels and merid- 
ians, the bases on which all important 
field maps are constructed, can be "laid 
down" in twenty minutes, where the 
ordinary method requires from three 
to four hours. In addition, by the use 
of this device the possibility of error 
through miscalculation is 
eliminated 


entirely, tbe whole process being me- 
chanical. 


The prelectors are corrected to on« 


fire-hundredth of an inch, and as tbe 
scale to Tvulch they are made Is one to 
20.000 (about three inches to tbe mile), 
there could not occur from the use of 
tuts projector tin error of more than 
forty Indies In any calculated distance 
or direction. If a high eiploslvs prc-, 
joctile hits within forty Inches of the 
object at which it is aimed tt Is fairly 
safe to assume that for all practlcnl 
purposes the map Is * success, for 
there would not be enough left of tbe 
objective to determine whether it had 
sustained a fair hit or a mere "shock." 


Mathematical Accuracy. 


The map making department of the 


National Geographic society has been 
at work for two months preparing the 
Bumstead projectors. Absolute mathe- 
matical accuracy was required, and 
scientifically perfect graduating tools 
•were used In engraving the 
scales 


marking the degrees on tbe big brass 
sheets, which measure 2SVJ to 32'-i 
Inches and are 4-100 of an Inch thick, 
weighing twelve and a half pounds. 
They are not designed for rough and 
tumble work, however, as n single dent 
in one of the plates would destroy Us 
accuracy. 
But heat will not affect 


them, as expansion and contraction 
•will be proportional for the length 
breadth and size of tbe Incisions.
